1 main- 
tained lhat he was wrong, and that the 
ordinar.ce is valid as far as it goes. 

One 
that it is my handwriting. The other 
is that I safd it is invalid.

tion with the house-moving matter, 
and I agreed with him that tbe person 
named would be the proper person to 
sue."I am willing at all times to protect 
those officials who ask it, even though 
it is wrongfully so to do.

Mr. Martin has been 
away nearly all the time and he told 
me that it was a shame that those 
buildings should be moved there.

Death of a Neator.

few Theodore Dwight Woolsey, for 
many jears the President of Yale 
College, has died, a wonderful ma- 
chine worn out evenly in all its parts. 
All over this country, in every city 
through all its breadth there are 
men in prominent positions who will 
gladly acknowledge thut what posi- 
tion they have attained they own in 
large meanure to the lessons instilled 
into them by President Woolsey. 


In every phase of an active scho- 


lastic life he was essentially a man 
formative of men. To him it was not 
so much a question of whether the 
student acquired much or little of the 
superficial text of the study. With 
keen and incisive analysis, he went 
deeper, and led the students to find 
the more valuable lesson of study of 
his own mental conditions and aims. 
Hundreds of young men have passed 
under his strong, yet gentle, care, 
and in the world have clone their 
part toward carrying cut tho ideas 
they owe to him.
